Their aim, 
like the Hopeh-Chahar Provincial 
Advisory Committees, is to “reg- 
ister opposition to the advance of 
troops of the Chinese Government 
into Hopeh and maintain friendly 
relations with Japan.” 

The usefulness of Tietnsin’s 
Mayor, Gen. Chang Tzu-chung, as 
a wedge to split the armed oppo- 
sition to the Japanese advance has 
ended and he is being allowed to 
‘retire. This enables the Japanese 
|to change the Hopeh-Chahar Polit- 
ical Council, established by the 
Nanking Government, to the ad- 
visory committees to which the 
Japanese have appointed surviv- 
ors of the mandarin class under 
the Manchu Emperors. 

There was speculation as to 
whether the new regime was pav- 
ing the way for the last of that 
line, Hsuan Tung, the former bov 
Emperor, to return to the Dragon 
Throne.

The French Rightists press said 
more than 30 leaders of Barcelona 
political groups had vanished dur- 
ing recent days and declared Cata- 
lan Leftists were in a state of 
chaos while Gen. Sebastian Pozas 
attempted to end internal dissen- 
sion. 

The Government said Italian 
troops helped to quell an outbreak 
among rebels in Toledo, where 
some of the revolters had taken 
refuge in the Archbishop's palace. 
This was the first recent report of 
disposition of Italian troops and 
led to Government fears that a new 
insurgent drive from the south 
toward Madrid might be planned. 

Many Reported Killed. 

The Government declared upris- 
ings in Granada, Motril, Aguila de 
Campo and other points had cost 
the insurgents hundreds of lives 
and caused serious confusion. 

Dispatches said the most serious 
mutiny occurred late in July at 
Granada, where more than 500 sol- 
diers were killed when Spaniards 
and Moors rebelled against turning 
over their barracks to Italian troops 
and being sent to poorer quarters.

Largo Caballero, an extreme So- 
cialist, who resigned last May, said 
he “strongly disapproved” of the 
Government because it took arms 
away from civilians in Government 
territory, even though it was “the 
republican Government which 
armed them before the revolution,” 
and because the “situation remains 
so serious.” 

The newspaper did not say where 
the interview had been obtained. 
Previously, insurgent officers had 
reported the former Premier was 
leading a revolt in Albacete and 
other Government cities.

At one stage, when 
the spectators laughed derisively, 
Examiner Lindsay rapped sharply 
and said: “There will be no more 
of that baek there.” 

Kept in Existence by Company. 

Kirkland testified that the as- 
sociation was kept in existence this 
year by the company, and that 
company offiicals would determine 
whether it would continue here 
after. His testimony appeared to 
be a complete confession to one 
count in the complaint against Re- 
public—that of financing, foster- 
ing and dominating a company 
union. 


Under questioning, Kirkland ad- 
mitted that he and other officers 
of the society agreed that the as- 
sociation had been outlawed by the 
Wagner Act, and proposed to dis- 
band it. However, Sam Davey, as- 
sistant superintendent in the plant, 
requested them to keep it going at 
least through this year, he said, 
and they consented. 

Replying to Luther Day, Repub- 
lic’s chief counsel, Kirkland de- 
clared that elections of officers un- 
der the plan and the association 
were free of company influence, 
and “as fair as you could get in a 
political election.” 

“In other words,” Day interposed, 
“these plans worked perfectly well 
until the CIO invaded this dis- 
trict?” 


Kirkland, friendly witness though 
he was, replied that he could “only 
give an opinion about that, be 
cause I don’t really know.” 

Then Kirkland surprised every- 
one by declaring, in replying to a 
question from the Labor Board’s 
counsel, that, in his opinion, “the 
CIO .at one time had a majority 
of the employes in the plant.”

Peace Had Been Expected. 


Even at the time of the new 
clash, responsible circles said the 
Japanese apparently believed the 
time had come for peace negotia- 
tions with China on the Japanese 
army’s own terms. 

The sources which reported to- 
day’s trend toward negotiations 
made it plain the Japanese Army’s 
terms would be recognition of Jap- 
anese control of the rich North 
China province of Hopeh, where 
Japanese have driven out most 
Chinese troops in a month of un- 
declared war. 

Chinese officials at Nanking de- 
clared their willingness to nego- 
tiate, provided that conditions laid 
down by Generalissimo Chaing Kai- 
shek were accepted.

Telescope Will Again Be Available Tonight 
For Those Who Were Unable to 
Attend Last Night. 


Several hundred persons got a 
glimpse of the newly-discovered 
Finsler’s comet last night through 
the telescope in the Washington 
University observatory. Many stood 
in a line two blocks long for an 
hour and 45 minutes before getting 
in. Because of the great interest 
shown it was announced the ob- 
servatory will be open again to- 
night from 8:30 to 10 o'clock. 

To most of the observers, the 
comet appeared through the tele- 
scope as a haze of light about three 
inches long and an inch and a half 
wide. Few were able to distinguish 
the tail. After they had passed 
through the observatory, however, 
many saw the comet through field 
glasses when it was pointed out in 
the northern sky by Dr. Jessica 
Young Stephens, assistant professor 
of astronomy. With the naked eye 
it appeared very faint. 

Each visitor was allotted about 
a half minute to see the comet, first 
peering through the finder to lo- 
cate the phenomenon and _ then 
through the telescope, which magni-

Mrs. Vivian Schuler, 5032 Minerva 
avenue, today sued the Mary T. 
Bender Beauty School, 359 North 
Boyle avenue, to recover $50 tui- 
tion, $350 damages for loss of time, 
and salary, as a result of the five 
and a half months she spent as a 
student there. 

Mrs. Schuler, who was the first 


student to make an affidavit to the 


National Association of Hairdress- 
ers and Cosmetologists in its cam- 
paign to expose alleged inadequate 
instruction and free labor abuses 
in some beauty schools here and 
cause stricter enforcement of exist- 
ing regulations, filed her suit in 
Justice of Peace Robert E. Walk- 
er’s court at 1110A Pine street. 
Asks for $335 Salary. 

The amount of salary asked is 
$335. The claim is based on Mrs. 
Schuler’s assertion that from Feb- 
ruary, when she enrolled in the 
Bender school, until she quit July 
30, she spent most of her time 
working on customers in an affil- 
iated beauty shop and doing clean- 
ing work in the shop and in Mrs. 
Bender’s apartment. She asked pay 
at the rate of $15 a week for this 
work. 

Her instruction, she charged, was 
crowded into the first few days at 
school and was of the most rudi- 
mentary character, after which she 
was assigned to the shop and was 
“supposed to perform any and all 
operations.” 

The time spent in school was a 
loss so far as preparing her to 
take the state examination for a 
beauty operator’s license, Mrs. 
Schuler charged, in her claim for 
damages. 

On the first day in school, she 
stated, she was put to work at fin- 
ger waving. and helping a more ad- 
vanced student give a permanent 
wave. The customer, Mrs. 
Schuler related, received a burn. 
Mrs. Bender threatened to withhold 
further permanent waving instruc- 
tion from both students and in- 
formed them that whatever med- 
ical or legal costs resulted from 
the burn would be charged to them 
“before they could take the state 
board examination.” 

Works Out Bill. 

Subsequently, Mrs. Schuler added, 
Mrs. Bender told her there was a 
$10 doctor bill which she must 
either pay “or workout in cleaning 
the shop and defendant’s apart- 
ment.” Although Mrs. Schuler said 
she was not shown the bill, she 
elected to work it out. 

Mrs. Schuler asserted in her pe- 
tition she received no instruction in 
marceling, hair dressing, bleachirg 
and electrical treatments, all re- 
quired subjects for taking the state 
examination.

Terming the measure “a mogest 
and conservative approach” to the 
objectives. outlined by President 
Roosevelt in his message to Con- 
gress recommending such legisla- 
tion, the committee said it repre- 
sented “an attempt to begin to meet 
and not to avoid some of the most 
vital problems of American econom- 
ic life.” 

Designed to apply only to indus- 
tries in interstate commerce and 
those directly affecting such com- 
merce, the bill would empower a 
national labor standards board to 
fix minimum wages not higher than

LIGHTNING KILLS THREE 
ON NEW YORK BEACr 


14 Hurt When Two Groups 
and Boat Are Struck 
at Rockaway. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Lightning 
struck simultaneously yesterday 
two groups of persons and a small 
boat in the Rockaway Beach area 
of Long Island; killing three and 
injuring 14. 

The lightning came during’ the 
height of a freakish storm about 
noon as hundreds of thousands of 
New Yorkers sought relief at 
beaches from sweltering heat.

It made several changes in the 
Senate bill, however. One eliminat- 
ed an exemption for local retailers. 
Others would require appointment 
of the 5-member Labor Standards 
Board on a geographical basis, with 
specific representation for employ- 
ers and labor; would provide for 
appointment of regional directors in 
each of the states and would make 
imports subject to the same regula- 
tion as domestic goods. 

The committee “directed” that 
the proposed labor standards board 
apply the 40-hour week as early as 
possible without upsetting indus- 
try. 

“Although the committee believes 
it is necessary to reach the 40-cent 
minimum as soon as possible,” the 
report asserted, “at the sare time 
it recognizes that a flat 40-cent 
minimum cannot immediately be 
established in all occupations and 
in all sections of the country with- 
out producing some economic dis- 
locations. 

“Therefore, the board is directed 
to establish minimum wages at or 
near 40 cents per hour as is eco- 
nomically. feasible without curtail- 
ing opportunities for employment 
or dislocating industry.” 

Constitutionality. 

The committee said the measure 
had been drafted “in accordance 
‘with the principles of constitution- 
al law,” particularily those enun- 
ciated in the Supreme Court’s deci- 
sions in the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions act and minimum wage cases. 

Administration leaders planned 
to apply to the rules committee on 
Wednesday for preferred status for 
the bill, hoping to bring it to the 
House floor the following day for at 
least two day’s debate. 

The committee said the legisla- 
tion would not supersede state 
wage-hour laws where the stand- 
ards prescribed are higher than 
those imposed under the Federal 
statute.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—A 
spokesman for sugar refinery work- 
ers urged the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee today to retain in the 
House sugar control bill a curb on 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico refining. 

Harold J. Burke contended re- 
moval of the clause, which the ad- 
ministration has opposed, would 
“eventually wipe” out a $25,000,000 

yroll of refineries in the conti- 
nental United States. 

Burke, representing the sugar 
workers’ conference, an American 
Federation of Labor affiliate, said 
continental refinery workers were 
paid. $5 to $17 e day, while sugar 
workers in Hawaii average only 
$10.92 a week. The pay is even 
lower in Puerto Rico, he asserted. 

While the finance committee 
speeded hearings pn the sugar bill, 
expecting to complete them today, 
Senators from sugar producing 
states hinted a possible compro- 
mise of the insular refining limita- 
tion in the hope of saving the 
measure from a threatened presi- 
dential veto. ' 

‘Hull Opposes Limitation. 

Secretary of State Hull opposed 
“any further measure of protection” 
to sugar refiners in a letter to the 
committee today urging it to re- 
vise the bill. 

Arguing for more liberal treat- 
ment for Cuba, the Secretary of 
State said in a letter to Chairman 
Harrison (Dem.), Mississippi, that 
the measure would foster monopo- 
listic practices of refiners in this 
country. 

“It is believed to be against the 
public interest,” Hull said, “for the 
Government to grant any further 
measure of protection to a group 
whose record repeatedly indicates 
that it would resort to monopolistic 
practices and conspire to restrain 
trade in violation of the anti-trust 
laws.” 

Hull assailed a provision to re- 
strict Cuba’s refined sugar ship- 
ments to the United States. Secre- 
tary of the Interior Ickes has ob- 
jected to the proposed limitation 
on refining in Hawaii and Puerto 
Rico. 

Senators Adams (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, and O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyo- 
ming, leaders of the Senate sugar 
bloc, introduced in the Senate a bill 
to limit to $50,000 annually benefit 
payments to any sugar producing 
corporation. Under the invalidated

— Next 
year’s renewal of the Preakness 
has drawn 173 nominations from 
65 stables under new conditions 
adopted for the famous stakes, 
Matthias L. Daiger, secretary and 
general manager of Pimlico, an- 
nounces. 

Daiger pointed out that on the 
basis of original entries, the gross 
money for the 1938 Preakness 
should approximate $80,000. That 
includes the $50,000 added by the 
Maryland Jockey Club, operators 
of the Pimlico track, where the 


classic will be run next spring. 

Under the new conditions, sup- 
plementary entries for next spring’s 
running, the forty-eighth renewal 
of the race, may be made up to 
April 15, 1938. The next declara- 
tion date for the 1938 running is 
Nov. 15. 

The list of nominations includes 
practically all of this year’s crack 
two-year olds on performances to 
date. Included are: 

Mrs. W. Plunket Stewart’s Pas- 
teurized, Valdina Farm’s Teddy’s 
Comet, C. V. Whitney’s The Chief, 
John Hay Whitney’s Pumpkin and 
Inhale, C. S. Howard’s Floragina, 
Robert L. Gerry’s Perpetuate, Mae- 
mere Farm’s Maetall, Joe W.

INCIDENT RECALS 
RECENT BOMBINGS 


Companion on Fatal Ride 
Says Killer’s Auto Bore 
License Number Traced 
to United Investigator.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Aug. 9.— 
Representatives of both the Pro- 
gressive Miners of America and 
the United Mine Workers were be- 
ing questioned here in connection 
with the assassination of Glenn 
Stufflebeam, Progressive organ- 
izer, who was shot and killed early 
Sunday while driving near the city 
limits of Springfield. 

R. Kyle Moody, former State 

highway patrolman, now an inves- 
tigator for United Mine Workers, 
was questioned when John H. 
Schneider, Stufflebeam’s compan- 
ion at the time of the killing, gave 
police the number of a license he 
said was on the assassin’s car. 
’ Police said the license was issued 
to Moody, who denied knowledge 
of the shooting and said he was 
home at the time it occurred. 

Schneider also was questioned, 
but, other than to tell how the kill- 
ing occurred, he refused to talk 
without consulting his attorney. 

Rifle Found in Car. 

He related to police that he and 
Stufflebaum were returning from 
Progressive Union headquarters at 
Gillespie when an automobile passed 
them on the outskirts of Spring- 
field and an assassin began firifg 
with a sawed-off shotgun. Schnei- 
der was uninjured, but Stufflebeam 
was struck in the head and slumped 
in his seat. 

Schneider grabbed the wheel and 
tried to control the car, he added, 
but it swerved from the road and 
overturned. Schneider refused to 
explain the presence of an auto- 
matic rifle and shotgun in Stuffle- 
beam’s car. 

Stufflebeam’s body was taken 
away in an ambulance and Schnei- 
der went to police headquarters to 
report the killing. He was permit- 
ted to depart after two hours, but 
returned voluntarily later when po- 
lice were looking for him again. 

Companion Under Indictment. 

Schneider is one of several men 
under Federal indictment at Spring- 
field in connection with bombings 
of Illinois mines. 

John W. Curran Jr., Assistant 
State’s Attorney, said a puzzling 
feature of the case was that Stuf- 
flebeam’s body bore no wounds or 
bruises other than the charge in 
his head. The possibility that Stuf- 
flebaum might have been slain 
elsewhere was considered. At the 
scene of the killing, police . an- 
nounced they found ordinary auto- 
mobile glass differing from the 
shatterproof kind with which Stuf- 
flebaum’s car was equipped. 

Stufflebeam formerly was em- 
ployed at a Springfield mine whose 
workers some time ago deserted the 
Progressive Miners to return to the 
U. M. W. A. Stufflebeam’s and 
Schneider were reported to have 
tried to induce the men to remain 
with the Progressives.

AT KENOSHA, Who. 


800 in Black Uniforms With 
Swastika Insignia Assemble 
at Picketed Hall.

KENOSHA, Wis., Aug. 9.—Hoot- 
ing crowds picketed German-Amer- 
ican Hall here yesterday as 800 
members of the German-American 
Volksbund met for a Nazi demon- 
stration. Outside the hal] 1000 per- 
sons paraded and jeered the black- 
shirted group which observed “Ger- 
man day” behind closed doors. 


Members of the Volksbund, which 
its enemies brand as an offshoot 
of the Friends of New Germany, 
outspoken Nazi organization, 
trooped into the hall in black uni- 
forms. They wore black shirts with 
the Nazi sleeve insignia, black rid- 
ing breeches, black boots and modi- 
fied sailor hats with a swastika 
crest. The Hitler swastika flag 
flew above the hall, under an Amer- 
ican flag. 

Those in the countemdemonstra- 
tion outside carried signs with such 
inscriptions as these: 

“Which—Allegiance to Hitler or 
Democracy ?” 

“The Gory Agents of Hitler Shall 
Not Pass.” 

“The Oath of Allegiance to Hitler 
is an Act of Treachery to the Amer- 
ican People.” 

“Nazi Murderers, Arsonists and 
Sadists Have no Right to Free As- 
sembly.” 

Delton C. Johnson, business agent 
of the Hod Carriers’ Union of Ken- 
osha and leader of the Communist 
party in Wisconsin, was in charge 
of the group protesting outside the 
hall. 

In the ranks of the pickets were 
unionists from the Allis-Chalmers 
plant in Kenosha, the International 
Harvester Co. of Racine, the Sea- 
man Auto Body Co. at Milwaukee 
and the Milwaukee street car em- 
ployes.

SENATE PASSES BONNEVILLE 
DAM AND POWER MEASURE 


Administrative Set-Up of Columbia 
River Project Contained 
in Bill. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9. — The 
Senate approved a bill today set- 
ting up administrative machinery 
for the $75,000,000 Bonneville power 
and navigation project on the Co- 
lumbia River. The bill goes back 
to the House for concurrence in 
amendments. 

Senator Pittman (Dem.), Nevada 
averted an expected controversy by 
announcing he would not submit a 
rider to authorize a study of Boul- 
der Dam power rates. 

Senators of upper Colorado River 
basin states had announced they 
were prepared to oppose the amend- 
/ ment. 

The bill provides: 

A $10,000-a-year power: adminis- 
trator to be appointed by the Sec- 
retary of the Interior.

Nazis Suddenly Postpone 
Trial of ‘Rebel Pastor’ 


Police Break Up Dahlem Parade of Church- 
Goers Against Order Prohibiting Prayer 
Meetings for the Rev. Niemoeller.

BERLIN, Aug. 9.—Trial of the 
Rev. Martin Niemoeller, Protestan’ 
confessional leader, was post poned 
suddenly today after several hun- 


dred church-goers had paraded in 
the streets of suburban Dahlem 
against an order prohibiting meet- 
ings for the “rebel pastor.” 

Niemoeller was to have gone on 
trial tomorrow charged with resist- 
ance to Nazi church policy. The 
eleventh-hour postponement was ex- 
plained cryptically in official quar- 
ters as due “te the necessity for 
further examination of the evi- 
dence” against the wartime sub- 
marine commander. Church circles, 
however, envisaged the delay as the 
aftermath of the passionate out- 
burst of resentment by Niemol- 
ler’s congregation in  Dahlem. 
Churchmen believed the govern- 
ment preferred to avoid new dem- 
onstrations and, therefore, post- 
poned the trial until feeling sub- 
sided. No new date was known to 
have been set. 

Protestant churches had ar- 
ranged to toll their bells when the 
trial began as a city-wide sum- 
mons to prayer meetings for the 
pastor. 

Police Break Up Parade. 


Nazi versions of the Sabbath 
demonstration and ensuing whole- 
sale arrests were that the worship- 
pers who clashed with police were 
“adherents of the Niemoeller 
clique,” :attempting to create a 
disturbance. 

Hastily summoned police broke 
up the spontaneous demonstration 


to jail. They were released, how- 
| ever, after their names had been 
recorded. 

It was the first Protestant dem- 
onstration of any size venting the 
church membership’s ire against 
Nazi efforts to regulate church af- 
fairs. In the Catholic controversy 
with the German Government there 
have been such outbreaks. A Cath- 
olic parade in Munich last June 
ended in fist fights and brought 
several arrests. 

Some mystery was added to the 
Dahlem demonstration by the fact 
the Ministry of Propaganda admit- 
ted the occurrence while the Ges- 
tapo (secret police) professed ig- 
norance of the incident. 

Old Men and Women Blamed. 

“Seventy-five old women and 40 
old men who expressed their sym- 
pathy for Niemoeller were arrest- 
ed by the police after their attempts 
to disperse the crowd amicably 
proved futlie,” the Ministry de- 
clared. 

Gestapo officials, obviously - at- 
tempting. to minimize the occur- 
rence, said “we would be in the 
first place to know of such a pa- 
rade, but nothing has been report- 
ed here.” 

Berlin’s morning newspapers ig- 
nored the story, but the news spréad 
rapidly throughout the capital. 

The parade through Dahlem’s 
tree-lined streets started soon aft- 
er an announcement was read from 
the pulpit of Niemoeller’s 
Christ church prohibiting the pa- 
rade but not stating the source of 
the order. 

Niemoeller was imprisoned and

A few days ago, Senator Borah arose from his seat 
to say that he would hamstring the whole legislative 
program unless some sort of legislation were enacted 
in the present session for the benefit of his con- 
stituents. 

“His constituents” is an inclusive phrase. On its 
face, it looks like the people of Idaho. But the Sen- 
ator was speaking for only a small, though powerful, 
minority of the people of Idaho. He was speaking 
for the sugar-beet crowd. He ‘was threatening re- 
prisal in behalf of a special interest.

Men Do Not Like War 


Theory that warfare is inevitable because men like to fight is disproved by facts of 
history, author declares; says conscription has been necessary in all countries and 
all ages to get soldiers for active fighting, with America no exception; cites 
use of bounties to obtain recruits and “education” to decivilize them into killers.

that, at bottom, man is not ohly a venture- 

some and combative animal, but a potential 
killer. 

If tested by the established principles of 
psychology, this facile explanation for the 
“inevitability” of war might be found seri- 
ously wanting. War itself offers, of course, 
the severest and at the same time the fair- 
est test of this theory. What has happened 
when organized society has given full sanc- 
tion to murder? In time of war, with all 
moral restraints swept aside, do men rush to 
volunteer for military service in order to 
give vent to their supposedly inborn lust 
for blood? Not for a moment. 

Governments everywhere and in all ages 
have found it difficult enough to obtain 
enough soldiers even for the purpose of de- 
fending the “national honor” or the coun- 
try’s territory. According to the profes- 
sional military men, it takes a good deal 
more than war, a good deal more than the 
mere brushing aside of moral restraints, to 
make a willing murderer out of the aver- 
age man. To attain that end, man must 
be trained in the art over a long period. 

But before he is trained, he must first 
be caught. And the catching of men for 
service on the battlefield has for centuries 
been a nightmare of military commanders. 

It might have been supposed that in the 
American Revolution, when the colonies 
were attempting to overthrow a military 
tyrant and to secure democratic self-rule 
for themselves, every last man among the 
patriotic colonists would have been ready to 
lay down his life for this holy cause. Yet 
Washington and his fellow rebel leaders had 
the devil's own time in keeping enough 
troops on hand to meet the Hessian merce- 
naries. Men had to be cajoled, shamed and 
bribed into serving with the Continental 
Army or with the various militia units. 


OME people insist that war is inevitable 
GQ pecause 
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This aspect of the Revolution was repeat- 
ed in the War of 1812. Again bounties had 
to be paid in generous measure. Each re- 
cruit was offered, in 1813, over and above his 
normal bounty, a cash payment of $24, three 
months’ pay in advance and 160 acres of 
land, while officers were paid $4 a head for 
each recruit they procured. 

And again the volunteers balked at the 
military hardships and risks. On Aug. 23, 
1813, the day before the Battle of Bladens- 
burg, the army for the defense of the cap- 
ital consisted of only 1400 regulars (400 
horse, 400 infantry and 600 marines) and 1800 
militia. On the day of the battle, a brigade 
of 2200 untrained militia was rushed over 
from Baltimore to take part in the fighting. 

In the Mexican War, the militia forces 
gave a slightly better account of themselves. 
But of volunteers for service with the reg- 
ular army in Mexico, there were very few 
indeed. The enlisted strength of the army 
had been increased by law from 7580 to 
17,020. But after six months of fighting, its 
strength was only 10,690 officers and men. 

Lincoln's call to defend the Union in 1861 
brought out a surprising number of volun- 


teers—the only time that has occurred in 


the country’s history. 
Yet these volunteers, as well, had to be 
lured on to the field of battle. Some were 


/ 


given an extra month’s pay and a bounty of 
$25 to boot. Others drew down a straight 
cash payment of $50. Still others were 
granted $100 each for enlisting for a period 
of three years. This was not enough. In 
July, 1863, Lincoln called for another 100,000 
militia, but only 16,631 responded. 

About this time, it was decided that only 
compulsory service — conscription — would 
overcome the scruples that American man- 
hood had with regard to killing and dying on 
the battlefield. The first draft brought out 
only 35,782 men, “of whom at least 26,000 
were substitutes.” Men who could afford to 
do so bought their way out of military 
service. 

As such things go, the war with Spain was 
hardly more than a diversion, an outing for 
the kind of men in whom the brute instinct 
still survives as a fairly positive force. Even 
so, Congress decided that it would be wise 
to raise the war pay of the soldier by 20 
per cent, in order to attract volunteers. 


In the great crusade for democracy, which 
was probably the “holiest” war mankind 
has seen since the religious wars of the 
Middle Ages, the theory that men will in- 
stinctively fight at the drop of the “moral 
lid” was put to a supreme test. The man- 
hood of America was called upon to do bat- 
tle in 1917, not only for American democracy 
and liberty, not only for all of those values 
which the American people supposedly hold 


‘precious, but also for the concept of univer- 


sal freedom and democracy, for civilization 
itself. 

But there was no maddening rush of pa- 
triots to the recruiting stations. Within a few 
months, a few hundred thousand volunteers 
—out of more than 20,000,000 eligible males— 
did present themselves for war service, and 
of these, at least 40,000 offered themselves as 
candidates for commissions. 

The Generals set to work on plans for 
conscription—or “selective service,” if you 
please—and had these plans ready and even 
in operation before Congress enacted the 
draft law on May 18. The military men, 
wise with their decades of experience, knew 
better than to take any chances on the va- 
lidity of the theory that man reeds only to 
have certain moral restraints removed to 
make him an eager, spontaneous killer. 

In the next war, there will be no voluntary 
enlistments at all. Service with the military 
forces will be wholly compulsory. The Gen- 
eral Staff has ready an iron-bound “selective 
service’ system from which no man, moral 
or immoral, civilized or savage, can hope to 
escape. 

It would seem, then, that American men, 
far from really enjoying war, have had 
from the earliest days of the Republic, to be 
wheedied, cajoled, propagandized, shamed, 
bribed and finally driven into fighting. 

I still vividly remember the sergeant at 
Quantico who at bayonet drill kept repeat- 
ing over and over: “You gotta learn to hate 
‘em. Stick ‘em in the guts, the dirty 
Heinies. They'll stick you. They'll rip your 
bellies open. They hate you. Kill ’em.” 

However war may originate, it does not 
rise from any popular craving for death. 
Wars are not fought because “men like 
war,” for all the available factual evidence 
points in the other direction.

Writer on Heredity, Biology and 
Evolution Was Decorated by 
Foreign Governments.

HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 9.—Dr. 
Vernon -Lyman Kellogg, distin- 
guished scientist and author, died 
| yesterday at the Neuro-Psychiatric 
| Hospital and Institute. He was 69 
years old. Memorial services will 


be held on Tuesday afternoon in the 
| Trinity College Chapel. 

Dr. Kellogg became the first per- 
manent secretary of the National 
Research Council at Washington in 
1919 and held the position until 
forced by illness to resign in 1931.

The 
crop as of July 31 was only 35 per cent 
of the long-time average yield an acre.

| 45 per cent on July 31, 1936. 


With the exception of spring rve and 
flaxseed. other coarse grains inci:ding oa's 
at 60 per cent and bariey at 63 per cent 
showed slightly better prospects on July 31, 
than on the same date a year ago. This 
was due to the ocmparatively better con- 
ditions in Ontario. Manitoba and Alberta. 
Compared with June 30, 1957, the condi- 
tion figures for practically all grains were 
lower. 

The fall wheat crop in Ontario is esti- 
mated at 17,248,000 bushels, which is an 
increase of 5,000,000 bushels over 
the small crop of 1936. Fall rye in the 
whole of Canada is placed at 4,276,000 
bushels, an increase of more than 1,000,000 
bushels over alst year’s production. The 
first eutting of alfalfa is slightly higher 
this year at 1,520,000 bushels. 

According to the results of the June sur- 
vey, the sown area of spring wheat in the 
prairie provinces in 1937 is 24,599,000 
acres. which is an increase of only 77,000 
acres over the 1936 area.

r4 RE exercises of any bene- 
A fit for a dropped stomach?” 
I am asked. 

It really is almost the same as 
asking how to get rid of dinosaurs 
in the back yard. 

Dropped stomach, once fashion- 
able in the Gay Nineties, has dis- 
appeared from diagnosis. Doctors 
have forgotten all about dropped 
stomach, just as they have forgot- 
ten the instrument for determining 
uric acid which is accumulating 
dust on the back shelves of their 
laboratories. It is part of their 
equipment, but they don’t use it 
any more than they use their 
knowledge of the exact year Colum- 
bus discovered America. 

Of course it exists, you under- 
stand. Just as the skeletons of 
the dinosaurs exist. But like the 


| dinosaurs, it has ceased to be harm- 
ful To get down to real facts, 
probably the dinosaurs never were 
harmful at all; there wasn’t any- 
body around to harm in the dino- 
saur era. And certainly a dropped 
stomach never did any harm ex- 
cept to the pocketbook of the own- 
er: it was good for the doctor who 
treated it, and that’s about all the 
harm and good it ever did. 

A little learning is a dangerous 
thing, and that is what happened 
when the X-ray came in and it was 
found that if a person swallowed 
some bismuth stirred up in milk, 
the outline of the stomach could be 
seen quite plainly. The stomach 
wasn’t always in everybody exact- 


_jly where the anatomy books said 


it was. It was supposed to be most- 
ly up under the ribs on the left side 
with its lower border well above 
the navel. But in lots of people it 
‘hung down so that the lower border 
was at a spot half down the abdo- 
men. This was what was called 
dropped stomach, or, if you want to 
be very haughty, you can call it 
gastroptosis. 

And, of course, the doctors were 
delighted, because here was some- 
thing that seemed to explain why 
some people felt bad. They had 
dropped stomachs, that was what 
was the matter with them, and the 
doctors got up all sorts of treat- 
ments for dropped stomach. They 
put corsets on the dropped stom- 
ach people, and you could see when 
the corset was on that the stomach 
rose clear to latitude 54 point 8, 
and even sometimes beyond. And 
they got up diets for it, and even 
devised an operation and slit peo- 
ple open and pleated up their stom- 
achs like a gore. 

Then along came some of those 
disconcerting individuals who 
pointed out that a great many peo- 
ple had dropped stomach but they 
didn’t have any symptoms. So 
they said dropped stomach couldn't 
really be very serious, and maybe 
in the patients that had been re- 
ported the symptoms were not due 
to the position of the stomach 
at all. 

And it was found so often that 
dropped stomach was harmless 
that finally the conclusion was 
reached that it doesn’t make any 
difference where your stomach is 
so long as it does the work. It can 
be down around your knees, but if 
it empties, everything will be all 
right. And that’s what doctors 


think today.
